NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 17th December, 1990 

G.S.R. 977 (E) .—In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 21 of the 
Lighthouse Act, 1927 (17 of 1927), the Central Government hereby makes Ibe 
following rules further to amend the Central Advisory Committee for Light¬ 
houses (Procedural) Rules, 1976, namely :— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Central Advisory Committee for Light¬ 

houses (Procedural) Amendment Rules, 1990. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the 
Official Gazette. 

2. In the Central Advisory Committee for Lighthouses (Procedural) Rules, 
1976 (hereinafter referred to as the said rules), in rule 4, in clauses (a) and 
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(c) for the words “Ministry of Shipping & Transport” the words “Ministry of 
Surface Transport” shall be substituted. 

3. In sub-rule (A) of rule 23 of the said rules,— 

(1) in clause (a),— 

(i) for sub-clause (1) the following sub-clause shall be substituted, 
namely : — 

“ (1) Journey by Rail.—A non-oflicial Member than the Mem¬ 
ber of Parliament, performing the journey to attend the meet¬ 
ings of the Com m ittee or Sub-Committee or in connection 
with any work relating to the Committee shall be treated at 
par with Government servants drawing pay of Rs. 2800 and 
above but less than Rs. 5100 pet month and shall be entitled 
to travel by 1st Class or Second A|C 2 Tier Sleeper by all 
trains including the Rajdhani Express, 

Provided that where the Central Government considers that a non¬ 
official members should travel by air conditioned first class 
they may, at their discretion, allow such non-official member 
to travel by air conditioned first class in all trains including 
the Rajdhani Express where this concession in their opinion, 
is justified by either of the following conditions 


(i) Where a person is or was entitled in travel in air-condition¬ 
ed First Class under the rules of the organisation to which 
he belongs or might have belonged before retirement. 


(H) Where the Administrative Ministry is satisfied that travel by 
rail in the air-conditioned first Class is the customary mod© 
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of travel by the non-official concerned in respect of journey 
unconnected with the performance of Government duty.” 

(ii) in item (i) of sub-clause (2) for the words “to an officer of first 
Grade viz., 60 paise per K.M. for travel in his own c'ar or full 
taxi or 20 paise per K.M: for travel on motor-cycle or scooter” 
the words “under Supplementary Rule 46 in respect of an officer 
of first Grade drawing pay between Rs. 2800 and above but less 
than Rs. 5100 P.M. viz,, actual fate by public bus (any type of 
bus including deluxe, super-deluxe. Express, etc. but excluding 
air-donditloned bus) or at prescribed rates for auto-rickshaw for 
journeys by auto-rickshawjown scooter | motor cycle jin oped, etc. 
or at prescribed rate for taxi for journeys by full taxi|own car” 
shall be substituted. 

(2) in sub-clause (1) of clause (b) for the words "the highest rate 
applicable to Central Government employees of the First 
Grade” the words “the rate prescribed vide para l(ii) of 
Ministry of Finance, Department of Expenditure O.M. No. 
19020[1I84-E.1V dated 23-6-86 viz., at a flat rate of Rs. 150 
per day if the member stays in a hotel and Rs. 100 per day' 
if the member does not stay in a hotel, irrespective of the 
classification of the city” shall be substituted. 


(3) in clause (c) wherever the words and figures “Rs. 20 pet day” 
occurs the following shall be substituted, namely :—“Rs. 50 
per day irrespectve of the classification of the city, as prescribed 
in para 1 (ii) of Ministry of Finance O.M, No. 19020] 1 [8F- 
E. IV dated 23-6-1986”. 

(4) in sub rule (B) of rule 23 of the said pules for the words "Salaries and 

Allowances of Members of Parliament Act, 1954 (30 of 1954)” wherever they 
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occur the words “Salary, Allowances & Pension of Members of Parliament Act, 
1954 (30 of 1954)” shall be substituted.”
